For the first nine months of this 
year, new car sales in Hudson 
county increased nearly 65 per cent. 
over the same period of 1927. 
George Laessig, president of B. D. 
L. Motors Corporation, reporting for 
Chevrolet dealers in the county, 
says that sales in the first nine 
months increased 72 per cent. over 
1927. 

Frank Galland, reporting for all 
car dealers in Hudson county, says 
that despite the sudden falling off 
of sales during September, business 
this year has been greater than any 
other year in the automobile in- 
dustry, and that dealers anticipate 
that the last quarter will exceed 
the same period of last year. 

Reporting for Bergen county 
dealers, Moe Katzman states that 
new car sales in September were on 
a par with September, 1927, and 
that business in the first nine 
months of this year was 67 per cent.

Car buyers teday are 
looking for more than car mileage, 
they want their car to look neat and 
dressy and with the right man sell- 
ing accessories, it not difficult to 
sell the extras. 

“My first concern after we were 
ready for business was to get the 
right man to take charge of the ac- 
cessories and parts, and I was for- 
tunate to locate Max Ramel, who 
was with the Rolls-Royce and at the 
Oldsmobile plant.

The retailer 
may stock the solution, but he 
makes no effort to sell it until 
the car owner demands it. 5S m- 
ilarly, the car owner delays until 
freezing temperatures arrive and 
then he rushes to the nearest 
source of supply. 

In other words, we believe that 
many a dollar that should be rung 
up on the cash register of the job- 
bers’ customers finds its way into 
the till of the filling station and 
other small places because they are 
handy to the car owner. 

The great trouble with the jobber 
is that he believes after he has sold 
an anti-freeze mixture that his job 
is done. And the great trouble with 
his customers is that they believe 
that sticking up a Sign will do all 


the selling 

Signs help, course, but 
sooner those stocking solutions re- 
alize that they are not selling a 
mixture, but an insurance against 
freezing with its resultant damage 
to the cooling system, the qu exer 
they will get turnover with profits. 

The dealer who merchandises the 
service will not only make some real 
profits, but the proper kind of a 
service will lead to other sales, botn 
equipment and mechanical service 
to say nothing of attracting new 
customers. 

Selling is not merely sending out 
a circuiar dealing with the mixture 
stocked. The average car owner 
knows that water will freeze when 
the temperature drops below 32 de- 
grees Fanrenheit. But what he does 
not know is when this freezing will 
start. ‘This is up to the retailer. 

Here are some of the high spots 
of merchandizing campaigns of car 
dealers and retailers who anticipate 
cold weather. 

They get up a snappy letter te 
owners painting the picture of the 
cost of replacing a burst radiator 
core, cylinder block, pump, etc., and 
set down the total cost of parts and 
labor. Jt is quite high. 

Mention an early date of freezing 
temperatures. obtaining the data 
from the iocal weather bureau. 

Explain the service and emphasize 
its low cost, a cheap insurance 
against delays and big expense. | 

Check the list mailed to and 
follow-up. This may seem to be far 
fetched, but remember the _ car 
dealer, as should the retailer, has 
other cold weather items to mer- 
chandise and the object of the cam- 
paign is to get the owner to come in. 

One of the most successful car 
dealers, and who, by the way, sold 
* huge quantities of solution last year. 
has already started his 1928-29 cam- 
paign. Here is an outline of the pro- | 
cedure after the customer comes in.

There 
‘s also given the owner a chart 
showing che temperatures at which 
arious proportions of the solution 
vill Ireeze 


And the capacity of the cooling 
System is made known to the car 
owner, who receives a table showing 
the alcohol-water and_ glycerine- 
water proportions. 

The instructions include those for 
testing the cooling systems for leak 
and for examination of the inlet 
and outlet water hose. The car 
dealer's service men in question 
make the inspection and also sell 
mechanical service when needed. 

And there is also sold a cleaning 
of the cooling system before the use 
of any anti-freeze solution.

The advance in the average price 
of the sixty stocks used in the Auto- 
motive Daily News compilation was 
14> for the week. This was the eighth 
cotisecutive week in which the sixty 
stocks advanced in average price.
